From  these  figures,  it  can  be  seen  that  the  percentage 
of  alumni  who  are  members  of  the  Association  has  de- 
creased about  five  per  cent  from  its  highest  level;  how- 
ever, our  total  membership  has  increased.  Likewise,  our 
revenues  have   increased  as  have   our  total   assets. 

The  passage  of  the  89.7  million  dollar  bond  issue  for 
the  construction  of  a  new  hospital  and  renovation  of  some 
of  the  existing  structures  by  the  1973  General  Assembly 
of  Virginia  will  certainly  prove  to  be  the  most  significant 
progress  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  this  year.  It 
is  most  satisfying  that  we  salute  two  of  our  most  illustrous 
alumni  from  the  School  of  Pharmacy — Senator  Edward 
E.  Willey  and  Delegate  Roy  W.  Smith.  They  sponsored 
and  guided  the  bill  through  the  General  Assembly  without 
a  hitch.  We  are  deeply  indebted  to  another  highly  illustrous 


alumnus  from  the  school  of  medicine — Dr.  Wyndham  B. 
Blanton,  Jr.,  rector  of  the  Board  of  Visitors,  Virginia 
Commonwealth  University,  with  whose  presence  we're 
honored  this  afternoon;  to  Dr.  Warren  W.  Brandt,  presi- 
dent, Virginia  Commonwealth  University;  to  Dr.  H.  I. 
Willett,  consultant  to  the  president;  and  to  Mr.  Ralph  M. 
Ware,  another  alumnus  from  the  school  of  pharmacy, 
who  is  director  of  development  for  VCU.  Realizing  the 
great  necessity  for  the  passage  of  this  bill  for  the  whole 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia  and,  very  specifically, 
for  MCV,  all  of  these  officials  of  the  University  worked 
tirelessly.  Alumni  from  throughout  the  State  were  very 
active  in  writing  and  talking  to  their  Legislators  to  inform 
them  of  the  importance  of  its  passage.  There  was  a  great 
unity  of  effort  on  the  part  of  the  above  named  individuals 
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and  the  alumni  in  achieving  the  sanctioning  of  this  most 
necessary  bond  issue. 

We  are  very  proud  of  our  alumni  who  are  members 
of  the  General  Assembly  and  their  legislative  expertise. 
We  are  also  very  proud  of  our  alumni  holding  administrative 
positions  within  the  University.  We  must  continue  to  sup- 
port both  groups  in  their  endeavor  towards  making  MCV 
even  greater  as  it  is  enhanced  in  stature  within  the  frame- 
work of  the  University. 

Many  alumni  feel  that  the  second  most  important  event 
so  far  in  1973  was  Doctor  Brandt's  appointment  of  Dr. 
M.  Pinson  Neal,  Jr.,  to  the  position  of  Provost  for  the 
Medical  College.  It  is  strongly  hoped  that  Doctor  Neal 
will  seek  to  carry  out  the  resolution  of  the  1970  State 
Legislature  in  which  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Uni- 
versity were  "required  to  take  the  necessary  actions  to 
maintain  the  identity  of  the  Medical  College  as  an  indi- 
vidual College  existing  within  the  administrative  framework 
of  the  University."  This  seems  particularly  propitious  fol- 
lowing the  passage  by  the  1973  Legislature  of  the  89.7 
million  dollar  bond  issue  for  MCV. 

Your  immediate  past  president,  Dr.  Philip  L.  A.  Minor, 
and  your  president  were  invited  to  meet  with  the  Board 
of  Visitors  of  the  University  and  to  two  meetings  with 
the  principal  officers  of  the  University  and  the  MCV  Foun- 
dation. These  meetings  were  held  to  explore  ways  of  the 
most  effective  roles  each  of  the  three — the  Administration, 
the  Foundation,  and  the  Alumni  Association — might  play 
in  their  relationship  to  each  other  and  for  the  specific 
fundamentals  of  a  greater  MCV.  Your  president  continues 
to  sit  with  the  Board  of  the  Foundation  monthly  as  your 
representative. 

Dr.  O.  T.  Graham,  indoctrination  chairman,  and  his 
committee  have  had  a  number  of  luncheons  with  officers 


of  the  student  body  and  officers  of  the  various  schools 
in  order  to  foster  a  better  spirit  of  cooperation  between 
the  students  and  the  Association.  This  committee  planned 
and  in  behalf  of  the  Alumni  Association  cohosted  with 
the  MCV  Foundation  a  dance  and  breakfast  for  the  MCV 
seniors  on  May  17,  1973.  The  affair  was  enjoyed  by  ap- 
proximately 300.  On  May  19,  the  Alumni  House  was 
open  for  refreshments  from  1 1  until  2  for  graduates  and 
their  families.  Those  alumni  acting  as  hosts  enjoyed  talk- 
ing with  the  new  alumni  and  look  forward  to  welcoming 
them  to  membership  in  the  Association. 

Being  your  president  requires  many  days  and  much 
travel,  but  a  major  fringe  benefit  is  meeting  with  alumni 
chapters  throughout  Virginia  and  neighboring  states  and 
enjoying  the  fine  camaraderie  between  old  and  new  alumni 
friends. 

In  the  years  ahead  there  will  be  changes  at  the  Medical 
College  as  it  continues  to  expand.  Many  of  the  buildings 
of  the  MCV  of  today  will  no  longer  exist.  We  welcome 
these  changes  and  growth.  The  Alumni  Association  must 
put  forth  new  efl'ort  as  it  continues  to  foster  a  spirit  of 
loyalty  and  fraternity  among  the  graduates  and  former 
students,  and  to  bring  about  united  and  concerted  action 
in  promoting  the  welfare  of  MCV. 

To  the  committees,  to  the  Board  members,  the  chapter 
officers  and  members  of  the  Alumni  Association  who  have 
worked  hard,  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation. 
Miss  Franck  and  her  stafl"  have  labored  most  diligently 
as  always — often  beyond  the  call  of  duty  literally — to 
keep  the  intricacies  of  the  Association  working  smoothly.

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Purposes 
Medical  College  of  Virginia  Foundation 


The  Medical  College  of  Virginia  Foundation  was  incorporated  under  the  spon- 
sorship of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia,  May  29,  1949, 
as  a  non-profit,  non-stock  Virginia  corporation.  Copies  of  its  Articles  of  Incorpora- 
tion, as  amended,  may  be  obtained  from  the  Executive  Director  of  the  Founda- 
tion. The  Foundation  itself  has  been  held  to  be  exempt  from  Federal  Income  Tax 
and  inter  vivos  gifts  and  bequests  to  it  have  been  ruled  to  be  deductible  in  comput- 
ing Federal  Income  and  Estate  Taxes. 

The  purposes  of  the  Foundation  are  to  "aid,  strengthen  and  extend  in  every 
proper  and  useful  manner  the  work,  services,  and  objectives  of  the  Medical  Col- 
lege of  Virginia,  Health  Sciences  Division  of  Virginia  Commonwealth  University". 
Its  affairs  are  managed  by  a  Board  of  Trustees  which  has  responsibility  for  the  in- 
vestment as  well  as  the  distribution  and  expenditure  of  the  funds  entrusted  to  it, 
the  value  of  which  was  approximately  $10,000,000  as  of  June  30,  1972.  The  First 
&  Merchants  National  Bank  of  Richmond  serves  as  Agent  of  the  Foundation  and 
has  responsibility  for  the  custody  and  management  of  such  funds  and  the  furnish- 
ing of  investment  advice  to  the  Board.  The  Foundation's  books  are  audited  an- 
nually by  independent  certified  public  accountants. 

The  Articles  require  that  there  be  at  least  one  Trustee  from  the  faculty,  one 
from  the  Board  of  Visitors  and  three  from  the  alumni  of  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia  and  that  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer  of  the  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
ginia, Health  Sciences  Division  of  Virginia  Commonwealth  University,  be  a  Trustee 
ex  officio.

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Thanks  to  Roy  Smith 

Twenty-one  years  ago,  serving  his 
first  term  in  the  Virginia  House  of 
Delegates,  W.  Roy  Smith  cast  the  only 
vote  against  Social  Security  for  state 
employees  because  he  didn't  like  the 
federal  subsidy  involved.  When  his 
lone  red  light  appeared  on  the  tally 
board,  "everyone  turned  around  to  see 
who  this  upstart  was,"  he  related  years 
later. 

The  "upstart"  subsequently  became 
one  of  the  most  highly  respected  mem- 
bers of  the  Virginia  General  Assembly. 
Three  years  ago,  when  the  House  ap- 
proved the  state  budget,  delegates  from 
both  political  parties  rose  in  a  body  to 
applaud  the  man  who  was  then  serv- 
ing his  initial  term  as  chairman  of  the 
House  Appropriations  Committee — 
W.  Roy  Smith  of  Petersburg. 

Again  in  the  1972  and  1973  ses- 
sions, Del.  Smith  guided  the  budget 
through  the  House  after  long  and  ar- 
duous consideration  by  the  Appropria- 
tions Committee  under  the  patient 
leadership  of  the  chairman.  To  do  the 
job  right,  it  was  necessary  for  Smith 
and  his  committee  to  work  many 
hours,  sometimes  far  into  the  night,  to 
hammer  out  a  proposal  for  expendi- 
tures of  the  available  state  funds. 
Smith's  vast  knowledge  of  the  state 
government  was  an  enormous  aid  in 
getting  the  job  done.  His  knowledge, 
expertise,  and  capacity  for  hard  work 
have  also  made  him  a  valuable  mem- 


ber of  other  influential  House  commit- 
tees and  legislative  study  commissions 
over  the  years. 

The  caliber  of  the  Petersburg  dele- 
gate is  indicated  only  by  his  accom- 
plishments in  the  Legislature  but  also 
by  evidence  of  the  high  regard  in  which 
he  is  held  in  other  fields.  The  Virginia 
Pharmaceutical  Association  chose  him 
as  "Pharmacist  of  the  Year"  in  1965, 
and  earlier  the  Alumni  Association  of 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  se- 
lected him  as  its  president.  And  two 
years  ago,  when  he  said  that  he  was 
considering  not  seeking  re-election  to 
the  House,  a  "Draft  Roy  Smith  Com- 
mittee" was  quickly  organized  and 
later  more  than  350  persons  got  to- 
gether at  a  testimonial  dinner  to  urge 
him  to  run. 

Smith  did  run  and  serve  one  more 
term,  but  recently  he  submitted  his 
resignation  to  the  Governor,  effective 
May  31,  explaining  that  he  simply 
could  no  longer  devote  to  his  legisla- 
tive duties  as  much  time  as  was  re- 
quired. Gov.  Holton's  comment  on  the 
resignation  indicates  the  sentiments  of 
the  vast  majority  of  those  Virginians 
who  are  familiar  with  Smith's  contri- 
butions. 

"He  has  served  the  Commonwealth 
with  dedication  and  distinction  and  his 
presence  in  the  General  Assembly  will 
be  sorely  missed  by  all  the  citizens  of 
the  Commonwealth."

Tragedy  Strikes 

Dr.  David  M.  Hume,  chairman  and 
professor  of  surgery  at  MCV,  was 
killed  in  the  crash  of  a  private  plane 
near  Van  Nuys,  California  on  May  19. 
His  loss  will  continue  to  be  felt  at 
MCV.  The  eulogy  delivered  by  Dr. 
Francis  D.  Moore,  professor  of  surgery 
and  chairman  of  the  department  of 
surgery,  Peter  Bent  Brigham  Hospital, 
at  the  services  held  at  St.  Stephen's 
Episcopal  Church  on  May  22  ex- 
presses so  beautifully  the  sentiments 
of  many. 

"Genius  perceives  the  way  of  the 
future  through  the  orderliness  of  na- 
ture. It  has  been  said  that  nature  poses 
no  problems,  only  solutions.  Genius 
finds  these  solutions  and  puts  them  to 
work  for  mankind. 

"A  restless  person  is  one  who  is  dis- 
satisfied with  things  as  they  are.  His 
restless  spirit  leads  him  to  adventures 
and  to  new  ideas,  but  also  to  contro- 
versy and  sometimes  to  danger.  He 
often   upsets   or   disturbs   those   who 


would  keep  things  as  they  are,  or  move 
more  slowly. 

"David  Hume's  restless  genius  did 
all  these  things. 

"From  Michigan  to  Chicago,  then 
to  Harvard  and  Virginia,  he  always 
sought  change  and  created  new  ideas 
and  new  ways  as  he  went. 

"Off  to  the  war  and  then  called  back 
to  the  military  a  second  time,  he  found 
occasion  even  there  to  create  new 
knowledge  that  changed  our  under- 
standing of  human  endocrinology. 

"Returning  then  to  civilian  life,  and 
just  22  years  ago  this  month,  working 
with  his  colleagues  Doctor  Merrill  and 
Doctor  Thorn,  and  with  his  beloved 
teacher,  Doctor  Harrison,  he  carried 
out  the  first  of  a  long  series  of  organ 
transplants  that  truly  changed  the  face 
of  surgery  and  medicine  throughout  the 
world. 

"Helped  in  spirit  by  his  devoted 
wife  Martha  and  their  four  children,  he 
carried  on  this  work  extensively,  al- 
ways trying  new  improvements  as  a 
true  pioneer.  He  took  this  work  to 
Richmond   with   him   when   he   came 


South:  a  Lake  Michigan  Yankee  to 
the  shores  of  the  River  James. 

"Steadying  to  his  new  work  of  build- 
ing a  fine  department  and  then  helping 
to  weld  together  a  new  university,  he 
often  lost  himself  and  submerged  an 
easy  life  in  the  restlessness  of  his  quest 
for  perfection. 

"Never  with  his  family  or  on  his 
farm  as  much  as  he  would  like,  his 
work  carried  him  far  afield,  and  now 
by  a  new  adventure  in  restless  travel 
for  enjoyment,  a  challenge  that  turned 
tragic  in  the  end. 

"Were  he  here  today,  to  listen  as  we 
celebrate  his  life  and  the  affection  that 
all  of  us  feel  for  him,  and  as  we  mourn 
the  loss  of  his  early  passing,  he  would 
modestly  turn  us  aside  with  a  joke.  But 
in  his  heart  he  would  rejoice  that  we 
were  here  and  that  we  all  understand 
why  thousands  of  people  today — all 
over  the  world — owe  their  lives  to 
what  his  restless  genius,  dissatisfied 
with  things  as  they  were,  lead  him  to 
do  for  the  first  time." 

School  of  Medicine 

At  this  writing,  as  will  be  true  at 
the  time  of  your  reading,  MCV  still 
mourns  the  loss  of  Dr.  David  Hume.

Moore  as  a  "restless  genius"  who 
brought  great  progress  to  American 
surgery.  A  search  committee  will  be 
seeking  a  successor,  as  is  also  true  in 
the  Department  of  Internal  Medicine 
where  Dr.  W.  T.  Thompson  retired  as 
chairman  after  14  years  service.  Fol- 
lowing a  sabbatical  leave,  Doctor 
Thompson  will  return  to  the  faculty  as 
professor  of  medicine.  Dr.  David 
Richardson  is  serving  as  acting  chair- 
man. 
#  Dr.  Peter  Pastore,  chairman  of 
otolaryngology  for  28  years,  also  plans 
to  retire  as  chairman  when  a  successor 
is  selected.  New  chairmen  joining  MCV 
recently  are  Dr.  Roderick  Macdonald 
in  ophthalmology  and  Doctor  Law- 
rence Amick  in  physical  medicine 
and  rehabilitation.  Doctor  Macdonald, 
trained  at  Tulane,  had  previously  been 
chairman  of  ophthalmology  at  the 
University  of  Louisville  for  eight  years 
as  well  as  serving  as  vice  dean,  and 
developing  a  substantial  clinical,  teach- 
ing, and  research  program.  Doctor 
Amick,  trained  in  physical  medicine  at 
the  Mayo  Clinic  and  in  neurology  at 
the  University  of  Iowa,  was  professor 
of  neurology  at  the  University  of  New 
Mexico  School  of  Medicine. 

An  often  expressed  need,  and  one 
commented  on  by  both  Governor  Hel- 
ton's "Temple  Commission"  review  of 
MCV  Hospitals  and  the  VCU  Self- 
Study,  was  for  closer  liaison  between 
the  School  of  Medicine  and  the  MCV 
Hospitals.  Two  recent  developments 
have  improved  this  relationship.  As 
already  noted  in  The  Scarab,  Dr.  Pin- 
son  Neal,  formerly  assistant  vice  presi- 
dent for  Health  Sciences  and  profes- 
sor of  radiology,  was  appointed 
provost  of  the  University  in  April 
1973.  In  this  position  Doctor  Neal  will 
represent  President  Warren  Brandt  on 
the  MCV  campus  and  coordinate  re- 
lationships between  health-science  edu- 
cation and  health-care  delivery.  On 
June  1,  1973,  Dr.  John  R.  Jones, 
executive  associate  dean  of  the  School 
of  Medicine  and  professor  of  anesthe- 
siology, was  also  given  the  title  of 
director  of  clinical  services  for  MCV 
Hospitals.  While  retaining  his  School 
of  Medicine  function.  Doctor  Jones 
will  also  have  direct  input  into  patient 
care  and  supporting  services  at  MCV 
Hospitals.  Both  of  these  changes  should 
permit  more  effective  educational  pro- 
grams and  improved  health  care  on 
the  MCV  campus. 


At  the  May  19,  1973,  graduation 
ceremony  129  physicians  received  the 
M.D.  degree.  The  awarding  of  degrees 
and  symbolic  doctoral  hooding  took 
place  in  St.  Paul's  Church.  Thirteen  of 
these  graduates  received  the  M.D.  de- 
gree at  the  end  of  three  years  of  medi- 
cal school.  MCV  students  may  elect, 
during  the  spring  of  their  sophomore 
year  to  graduate  in  three  years.  They 
must  be  in  good  academic  standing, 
pass  Part  II  of  the  National  Board 
examination  during  their  third  year, 
and  match  through  the  National  Intern 
Matching  Program  with  a  medical 
school  based  graduate  medical  edu- 
cation program.  With  the  trend  among 
many  medical  schools  to  reduce  the 
educational  program  to  three  years  for 
all  students,  it  is  of  interest  that  33 
MCV  students  made  this  selection  in 
the  spring  of  1972,  15  of  these  decided 
during  the  junior  year  that  for  them 
more  education  was  desirable  and 
dropped  from  the  early  graduation 
group,  and,  of  the  18  remaining,  five 
did  not  match  with  the  University 
internships  of  their  choice.  The  13 
noted  above  who  graduated  with  the 
Class  of  1973  comprise  only  ten  per- 
cent of  the  junior  class.  To  us  this 
suggests  that  most  students  know  better 


than  to  rush  their  medical  education, 
and  prefer  the  leavening  benefits  of  the 
elective  senior  year  before  receiving 
the  M.D.  degree.
